inoculation is such that it can be 
made available after th-j appearance 
of tho epidemic. 
It is not pleasant 


to think of the broth of cholera mi- 
crobes being injected into the veins 
of living people, as it is the very es- 
sence of lilth, but it is immensely 
better than to feel the pangs of the 
terrible disease.

Tbe Coming Strawberry Crop. 


Oentralia's great industry, the produc- 


tion of strawberries, will bring the largest 
trade in that line this summer seen here 
for years unless the frost orjrust injures 
the crop which just now promises to be a 
large one. The growers are anxious that 
the frost should kill about one-half of 
the blossoms, for in that event larger and 
finer berries will be grown. The season 
for signing contracts for crates has closed 
and the contract shows that 326 growers 
representing 1,300 acres, have contracted 
for 125,000 oratee, or 8,000,000 quart boxes. 
At the average price of 62 per crate this 
will bring in 8280,000. Pickers will get 
860,000, girls for making boxes 81,800, 
orate makers 8750, the Illinois Central 
railroad $21,250, eto. Patches are in size 
from a little garden lot to a forty-acre 
field, the latter being owned by Mr. E. P. 
Miller. Most of the growers belong to 
the association of shippers, and the ber- 
ries are taken care of by the association 
until they reach Obioago.

(The Arrangement of Hair »noV B»nnets 
' Should Depend on Nasal ConflgtinUlan. 


Before deciding M to the arrange-

them of their locks. For the cato- 
gan is coming again.

DEDICATION SERMON. 


Delivered by KBV. N. M. BAKEB, on the 


Occasion of the Dedication of Mad- 


ison C. P. Church, Sunday, 


May 3,1SS5.

Lord. I have loved the habitation of Thy 
ouse and the place where 1'hlne honor dwell- 
th.—P»a!m«20.8. 
God 811s all space. The heaven ot heavens 
annot contala Him, much les» any house 
hlch men can build. God then has no need 
f temples, fanei and altars to give Him an 
biding place. We are slow to grasp this truth, 
llavlnie such constant need tor houses our- 
elvee, wo are apt to feel that there must be a 
Divine need also. We have evidence that this 
rroneous feeling has had a place In the hu- 
man mlud from tbe remotest ages. As the 
sraolltes Journeyed In the Wilderness the 
?abernacle was carried with them, and as a 
visible manifestation of the Blvlno Presence 
attended It, how natural for them to feel that 
God Journeyed also. After they had entered 
the Promised Lund and were established In 
houses, the Ark of tha Covenant still reeled In 
he curtained Tabernacle. How natural again 
nal they should feel that God still dwelt In 
.ents. And actor the Temple was finished and 
n process of dedication, even the wise Solo- 
noo unwittingly nave voice to tbe same teel- 
Dg when he exclaimed: "Arise, oh Lord, aad 
enter Into the place of Thy rest;" as though 
God had bad no permanent rettlug-place untti 
the Temple was Hnlebod. 
But Paul, more 
olear-sitruted In spiritual things, and espeolal- 
y In reference to tho Dlvmo attributes, tells 
us plainly that God cannot b» worshipped with 
men's hands, as though He needed anything." 
God then filling all space, rests In Hli own 
sufficiency und may be worshipped anywhere. 
IJut wo aro local. A few square miles of the 
arth's surface constitute the theatre In which 
our lives arc spent No doubt moet of us have 
at times rebelled against this localization. We 
lavo ''longed for tne wings of a dove that we 
might uy away." We haTO longed to wander 
through infinite spaces and to press our feet 
upon unnumbered worlds. But God is wiser 
u nil this thau our thought. Had wo this un- 
unrestricted power of motion, were our lives 
thus spent In limitless wanderings, some of 
the richest and most frulttul elements of our 
natures never could have been, developed. No 
loubt it was for our good that God has con- 
fined us to the earth, und to a very small part 
of tho eurth at thai, lor beluK thus local a 
strong attauhmeut to places springs up within 
us, and ft tew spots become so strongly asso- 
ciated with our deepost experiences that they 
te-ud through the power of association to call 
up within usou each recurring visit the same 
thoughts and feelings whloh we experienced 
whon we were there betoro. This Is a factor 
In tho development of our lives and charac- 
ters which we cannot fully eatlmato. Why Is 
It ta.u nomo Becomes the centre of the world 
to us? Simply because of the multitude of 
temier associations that cluster about it. Why 
Is It that wo walk through the graveyard with 
carctul footsteps and subdued voices? Not 
through any fear of disturbing tho rest of the 
dead, but etmply because oar own spirits 
c.itrh the shadows of the grlele and sorrows 
whieh \>u havo witnessed and experienced 
there. And so In like manner a house dedi- 
cated to Divine worship becomes sacred to us, 
and wo enter Its doois with uncovered heads 
and awed hearts: not that God Is any nearer 
to us, but that all the associations ol tbe place 
briUM us In our thoughts nearer to God. Con- 
sequently, while there Is no Divine need for 
teuipleHandchurcnes.au people have rocojr 
niied for themselves tha Intcnulty of their own 
need, and we oursetv* s have felt the same 
want. 1or It corresponds with all our cxperl 
ence that we are more apt to pray In places 
where prayer Is wont to bo made than any- 
wheru eleo, not that there Is any easier access 
to tho morcy scat, but that the associations of 
the place call up within us thoughts of pra>or 
and praise. Just lu proportion then as we 
lovo to It-el ourselves In God's presence anc 
to open our hearts before Him, "will we love 
the habitation of His house and tho place where 
His honor dwoUeth." 
There is another Influence which roar be 
added to the power of association to mako a 
house dear to us that is dedicated to purposes 
of worship, and ihtit la tbe influence or power 
ol iacn)u,e. It Is a principle of universal ap 
plication that the more we willingly sacrlllce 
for any purposo, the more we lovo it or arc In 
lereitod ir; It. The mothor loves all the chil 
dreu for whom she Bscriilces the strength o 
nor life, but if ono ot them is peculiarly help 
leas and HO demands an especial sacrifice, doe' 
she not lovo that one most tenderly of all? He 
who dcvoica his life to enlightening the bea 
then, or toele\ttllng thelallen, or to tho ree 
cue of the perishing, feels the Importance am 
the love of the work grow on him In propor 
lion to the sweat and tears It has wrung ou 
of him. Tho love of Christ for sinners has Iti 
highest sanction In tho agonies of tho garden 
und the blood of Calvary; indeed, It is by thl 
very blood ot leaua tfat we have boldness t< 
approach ihw Father, for wo know tnat such t 
fiuciince linpilos un unmeasured love. An( 
ao In proportion as ynu have folt tho pinch o 
eacrlDee lu the ejection of this building wll 
your affections cling about It from this day 
lorth. And surely when measured by thl 
standard these In your leelings can never bi 
common walls. As >ou slood thnt Sab'tatl 
day amidst tho ruins of your fallen temple 
this house was conceived In tears, lhat wblcl 
your faith then purposed your eves this daj 
behold; butyouhuvo full the weight of It on 
hand and heart since then. The Urit beautlfu 
tomple of Israel was laid In ruins, aud those 
who hud worshipped in it were driven intc 
captHIty. Long ye-ars after a remnant re 
tui ned, und as they stood among the scutterei 
btoucs upon Mount Morlah, their hearts s« 
cried out for Ihe sanctuary that Impoverlshei 
as they were they dctermlued to rebuild. Bu 
there was a straugo scone \vhen the founda- 
tion of tho new temple was laid. A part o 
the people, aud these were the ones that wer 
full of thu buoyancv aud enthusiasm of youth 
shouted for Joy; but the Hged people, who re 
allied the magnitude of the work and the I 
own poverty, aud above all whose memorle 
clung about the old sanctuary, wept aloud; »o 
that, ai tbe narrative quaintly puts It, th 
noise of the shouting could not be dlstla 
gulshed Irom tlao nolsoof tbo weeping*. Doe 
uot this sceuu strike a responsive chord iu 
many H lie-art today? Is there not a note o 
sadness running through all the services o 
this hour? For while wo rejoice In the new 
the sacred associations of the o;d struggle f o 
recognition, and Ita tender memories demant 
a icar. But let us nut Indulge In remlnlseen 
ces ol sadness thin day. Tho old tomple wa 
glorified by the prosoaee of tne Ark o 
the Covenant, It Is true, but 
was no 
that one whoso foundation was laid In tears 
baptl/od wilh a richer glory when the Lori 
bimsell did walk in its courts and uU volci 
was there heard amongst men? 
But having your house completed and thl 
day set apart to sacred uses, what shall It bi 
to you'' And what In U nonce shall go out Irom 
It? These uro questions of grave concern, no 
only to you, but to all who have contribute! 
toward Its erection, and to the whole eommu 
nltyuswcll. What should it be to jour1 Thl 
question Is more cnslly asked than answered 
If we consider It simply us a house of prayer 
then what it will bo to you will depend upon 
whether or not you outer It with clean hand 
and pure hearts. For tho Lord's ear Is uo 
heavy that Ho oancot;hear, nor HO arm short 
cued that He cannot save. But while1 It should 
bo u house ot prayer, it ought to be something 
more than a houeo of prayor. Whon tholsraei 
ne weut up to the holy place 1u Jerusalem, ht 
had u double object In view, llrst, to worship 
the Lord, his Uod. and second to enquire li 
Hlti tomple, and so should It be with thoso wh 
worship in this place. True, there will bo ni. 
infallible oracle within these walls; no Divine 
Iy Inspired prophe't: but yet, If tho pulpit la a 
living power, the worshipers should not en 
qulrolu vain. But If the pulpit is a living 
power, it must not bury Itself In tbo dead past 
but must touch and quicken tho boundlnj 
pulses of the living present. 
This brings us to the dolloate question o 
the proper sphere of the pulpit; and 1 kinoi 
no better time nor place than the present t_ 
pass this mutter in review, neither Is it outside 
ot tho text, for tho declaration Is: "I have 
loved tho habitation of Thy house and the 
place where Thiuo honor dwelieth," 
Roe 
whclher God Is honored la this house or not 
will depend largely upon the nature of the 
subjects that aro here dlsouiaed. There arc 
two views to take of this matter. The flrst 1 
bised upon some direct passages of scripture 
of " hich this laLguage of Paul may be takei 
as a i.-t'r example: "For I de'terminel to know 
notMiitf among you but Jesus Christ and Him 
oru ifi. il " Preach Ihe word," &o. From these 
paasug- ^ tc ii* contended that nothing shoult 
ever La Introduced Into t»ie pulpit wbluh le 
not directly and palpably connected with 
Christ, His personality and work. Thiiistht 
nanow and 1 presume the popular view. Bu 
U It the correct one? Did Paul Intend tha 
any such construction should be put upon 
these passages, or that any such Ir-fcrence 
should be drawn from them/ If called on fo 
an explanation, would he not have given tu 
tbe preaching of Christ a broader significance 
What were the circumstances? He was writ 
log a letter to the Corinthians, In which he 
reminds them of tbe tlmo when be flrst vlslte< 
them as an evangelist, and it was upon the 
occasion of this llrst visit that he had deter- 
mined to "know nothing but Christ and Him 
cruclfled." And very properly, too, for the 
Corinthians were at that tlmo In entire Igno- 
rance of Christ, and "How can they believe on 
Him of whom they havo not heard?" A know! 
edge of Christ and His work must necessarily 
precede an acceptance of Him as a persona 
Savior. 
But the work of the evangelist In loading 
men to accept Christ Is one thing while th 
work of the pastor In strengthening theM and 
guiding them In an upright life Is a very dlf 
lerent thing. Indeed this very epistle Is an 
evidence ot Paul's recognition of the differ- 
ence; for having led then to Christ In his vlsl 
to them, he Is now, though absent, attempting 
as far as possible to fill to them u psstor'i 
place, by means of his letters, giving them 
that wider Instruction In which his first vlsl 
had necessarily left them delclent. 
And so he enjoined that these letters shouU 
be read In tbe churches. Who caji doubt that 
If he had been present with them hlfl pulpli 
discourses would have taken as wide a rangi 
as hie epistles do? And what la that range! 
First, and above all, we find Christ the "power 
of God find tbe wisdom of God." Judgloj 
from Paul's example there can be no doubi 
but what Christ must always be the sonroe ol 
the pulpit's life and of the pulpit's power. 
A living, helpful Christ mutt be held up be- 
fore living, longing men. But when Paul baa 
thus laid the foundation he goes on to develop 
tbe whole system of Christian doctrine, and 
from this I Judge that we have full authority 
to develop as occasion may demand the under- 
lying principles of our religion, the constitu- 
tion, If X may be allowed the expression, of the 
divine government, so that the Intelligence of 
the hearers may take bold upon It aad that 
they may thus be rooted and grounded In the 
faith. "Bui faith without works Is dead," and 
BO we find Paul manifesting the moet anxloui 
concern that they who have believed In Jesus 


should be careful to maintain goM works, and 
this led him Into tbe whole field of Christian 
ethics,'and If we examine we shall find that he 
did not shrink from any of the questions that 
were thin perplexing tbe people and pressing 
for a solution. Buoh a man as Paul would be 
in innova or In most of the pulpits of this 
and, for he not only discussed the re'atlon of 
msband aud wife and of parents and on 1 <J reo, 
which might barely be tolerated now, but he 
ventured fearlessly upon tbe dangerous 
ground of the relation of maBtor and servant, 
wblcb covers In principle the question of labor 
and capital, which Is yet a living issue seeth- 
ng beneath the surface of society and threat- 
ening to disrupt It. And more than this, be 
ventured boldly on what bas come to be alto- 
gether • forbidden ground and discussed, as 
hough he nadarlgbttodlsciuslt, the relation 
of the clllcen to thecivil government. So you 
will perceive that Paul's taomai were not so 
much the questions that perplexed Noah and 
Moses and Abraham as the qucstlfjs that per- 
plexed tbe living men and women amongst 
whom be mingled and to whom bis gospel was 
addressed. 


Now, then, Bhall we follow his narrow pre- 
cept, which was never Intended to be a pre- 
cept, or shall we follow bis broad and Intolll- 
ront example? To my mind the answer Is ob- 
vious and the duty Is Imperative. Every age 
iafl its own perplexities; now questions are 
constantly oomlbg to the front, or old Ques- 
tions under a uew disguise. At no time lu the 
history of ">o world have there been more 
vital far-reaching, burning questions press- 
Ing for a aolutloa than now. How ought 
ChrlBt'B people act In reference to them? God 
will be honored or dishonored by their action. 
Shall tbe pulpit be dumb? Pball trj* people 
Inquire in their sanctuaries in vain, asking 
tbe bread of helpful instruction?
